After the snow leaves the ground and the spring season arrives 
we all like to get out of doors and start to clean up the grounds and 
back sheds so before we start to burn, let’s contact the forest fire 
warden of the town in which we live and get his view and permit.

35. Permits. (b) No person, firm or corporation shall 
kindle or cause to be kindled any fire or shall burn or cause 
to be burned any material, and no city or town shall kindle 
or maintain a fire or a public dump, in or near woodlands, 
pasture, brush, sprout, waste, or cut-over land, or where 
fire may be communicated to such land, except when the 
ground is covered with snow, without first obtaining a 
written permit from the forest fire warden of the town 
where the burning is to be done unless the same is in the 
presence of the warden or his agent. 


36. Liability for Fires Without Permit. Any person caus- 
ing or kindling a fire without permit of the forest fire war- 
den, when such permit is required, and any person by whose 
negligence or the negligence of his agents any fire shall be 
caused, shall be liable in a civil action for the payment to 
the town, or the state or both, of the expenses incurred 
by the forest fire warden or deputy warden in attending 
or extinguishing such fire.

It is recommended that the Treasurer adopt the practice of counter- 
signing the Selectmen’s orders and using the orders as checks in- 
stead of issuing separate checks. This will simplify the accounting 
and auditing procedures.

The accounts and records of all town officials were found in 
good condition and the accounting procedure, with exceptions as 
herein indicated, conformed to prescribed methods.

In March Mrs. Birchall and I applied the Tuberculosis Patch 
Test to 75 children from the first, fifth, and eighth grades with only 
one reactor. This one was X-rayed and found free of Tuberculosis. 

Our pupils with defective speech were taken to Hudson every 
Tuesday for speech class. Ladies of the Parent-Teacher Association 
helped with transportation. 

On June 7, we had our “Get Acquainted Day” for the incoming 
first grade and thirty-three attended. | 

The Legion Auxiliary and the Pelham Police Department con- 
tributed generously to the free lunch program. 

I want to thank Mr. Hastings, the School Board, the Teachers, 
the Parent-Teacher Association, the Parents and also the pupils 
for their cooperation this past year. Without the help of everyone 
we cannot accomplish all the things that need to be done.

To the Pelham School Board: 

I herewith submit my Sixth Annual Report as your Superin- 
tendent of Schools. Thanks to the fine spirit of cooperation on the 
part of an excellent staff of teachers, plus many hours of work in 
behalf of the Pelham Schools by the new Helping Teacher, this past 
year has been a fruitful one. 

There are two problems facing us at the moment and I am 
afraid they will be with us for some time to come. They are so 
serious, however, that we must face them in a positive manner, 
looking at them realistically or the Pelham school system is bound 
to suffer. 

The first is the continually rising school enrollment and the 
second is a direct outgrowth of this nation-wide trend. It is a very 
Serious and critical shortage of the type of teachers we would like 
to have teach our children. 

The enrollment is climbing very rapidly. Next year another 
teacher will be needed and part of the cafeteria converted into a 
classroom. Within the next few years classrooms will need to be 
added to provide room for additional classes. 

The only way in which New Hampshire can keep a full staff 
of qualified teachers is to keep pace with rising salaries that are 
being paid in neighboring states. Pelham has been very fortunate 
in the calibre of teachers it has been able to employ. Every pos- 
sible step should be taken to make working conditions as desirable

as possible so that we may keep the fine teachers we have and to 
give the Board an opportunity to hire people of the same calibre 
for unavoidable replacements and additional positions. 

In concluding this, my final report, I want to thank those Board 
members, both past and present, who have given so unstintingly 
of their time that good schooling could be provided for the Pelham 
youngsters.

5. No building or structure shall be erected, altered, rebuilt, 
substantially repaired, or remodeled unless in compliance with the 
following: 


a. 


Commercial building: No building intended or designed to 
be used for industrial, commercial, or other public use shall 
be erected, altered, or used for any purpose which does not 
provide non-combustible walls and partitions between its 
component parts. 


Exits: No building intended or designed for any public use 
or congregation of people shall be erected, altered, or used 
for any purpose which does not provide adequate exits. 


Garages: No public garage for the storage of five or more 
automobiles, or having any service or repair enterprises con- 
nected therewith shall be erected, altered, or enlarged unless 
the building is so constructed, or the proposed alterations, 
enlargements or extensions shall be of slow-burning or non- 
combustible material, except that use of automatic sprinklers 
may obviate the use of such slow-burning or non-combustible 
material. 


Roofs: No roof of any building shall be covered or re- 
covered in whole or in part save with non-combustible or fire 
resistant roofing materials. 


Fire-stops: No building of wood or other combustible mate- 
rial shall be erected, altered, remodeled, or enlarged without 
providing fire-stops in every combustible wall or partition, at 
every floor and between floor joints at every partition. 


Chimney construction: No chimney shall be built, erected, 
or altered below the roof unless containing a tile or brick 
lining and with an iron clean-out door at or near its base, and 
Shall extend at least three feet above the roof. No chimney 
shall be built, erected, or altered below the roof having wood 
or other combustible materials within one inch of the chim- 
ney and no chimney shall have its base resting upon any 
floor or beam of combustible material. 


Thimbles: No wall paper or other combustible material 
shall be laid over any thimble or thimble hole in any chimney. 


Smoke pipes: No smoke pipes shall be installed or erected 
so as to be within twelve inches of any combustible floor or 
ceiling, unless amply protected with non-combustible mate- 
rial. No smoke pipe shall be installed or erected which passes 
into or through partitions or walls of combustible material, 
except when guarded by a double collar of metal with air 
space of at least five inches, or by at least five inches of brick

or other non-combustible material between the pipe and the 
combustible material. 


i. Electric wiring: No electrical wiring shall be extended or 
installed in any building, or in any reconstruction, alteration, 
or remodeling of any building unless such extension or in- 
stallation shall comply with the regulations and amendments 
to regulations of the National Board of Fire Underwriters, 
known as the National Electric Code. 


j. Foundations: All structures shall be set on solid founda- 
tions of cement, brick, stone or other acceptable masonry 
except that in special cases where buildings are to be used 
of accessory use the building inspector may waive the re- 
quirements of this section and permit the use of wood, metal 
or masonry piers. 


k. Minimum building area: Every dwelling unit to be used 
by a single family shall have a minimum ground floor area 
of five hundred square feet. 


l. Outside walls shall be constructed of materials commonly 
used for outside construction and materials customarily 
painted shall be painted. 


m. Sewerage: All dwellings and all commercial, public or in- 
dustrial buildings shall be equipped with town sewer en- 
trance, cesspool, septic tank, sanitary chemical closet or 
approved vault, subject to the approval of the building in- 
spector. 


n. Exceptions: The construction of small accessory buildings 
not used for living purposes, together with minor alterations, 
repairs and general upkeep of existing buildings shall be 
exempt from the provisions of this by-law. 


6. Board of Adjustment: The selectmen shall appoint a board 
of adjustment of five members, one of whom may be a member of 
the planning board, said board to serve without compensation. The 
Board of Adjustment shall have authority to allow slight variances 
from the specific terms of this by-law, where it can be shown that 
unnecessary hardship would otherwise result. NOTE: Where a 
Board of Adjustment exists by reason of action for zoning or sub- 
division control, the first sentence should be deleted from the by-law. 


7. Amendment: This by-law may be amended by a majority 
vote of any legal town meeting when such amendment is published 
in the warrant calling for the meeting. 


8. Enforcement: Upon any well-founded information that 
this by-law is being violated, the selectmen shall, on their own 
initiative, take immediate steps to enforce the provisions of this 
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by-law by seeking an injunction in the Superior Court or by 
any other appropriate legal action. Whoever violates any of the 
provisions of the above regulations shall be punished upon conviction 
by a fine not exceeding ten dollars for each day of each violation. 


9. Takes effect: This by-law shall take effect upon its passage. 


10. Conflicting provisions: Whenever the regulations made 
under the authority hereof differ from those described by any 
statute, by-law, or other regulation, that provision which imposes 
the greater restriction or the higher standard shall govern. 


11. Validity: If any section, clause, provision, portion, or 
phrase of this by-law shall be held to be invalid or unconstitutional 
by any court or competent authority such holding shall not affect, 
impair or invalidate any other section, clause, provision, portion, 
or phrase of this by-law. 
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Notice to Owners of Dogs... 

The revised laws of the State of New Hampshire require the 
following: 

1. That any owner or keeper of a dog three months old or 
over must register same. 


Pe 2. That such dogs are to be registered at the Town Clerk’s 
office. 


3. That these registrations are to be obtained on or before 
April 80th each year. 


4, That if same are not paid according to the above, a penalty 
of $.50 becomes mandatory after June 30th. 


5. That fees are as follows: Males $2.00; females $5.00; 
spayed females $2.00; kennels of less than 6 dogs $12.00; kennels 
of more than 5 but less than 11 dogs $20.00.
